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Therefore ſuch free reaſoning Perſons as above, 
though they may think. the Dy/ſſexters much 
more in fault ;. yet ſuch (with ſubmiſſion) think 
that ſome things, in our preſent Eſtabliſhment, 
are defended with difficulty enough. 

- Such therefore - could heartily wiſh; that for 
Peace and Unity's ſake, in Church and State, 
(the moſt powerful of Arguments) and alſo, as 
it isa thing in ſome meaſure, in its own nature, 
fit to be done ; 


That this Reverend Aſſembly would pleaſe.

That is to ſay, that they would pleaſe to com- 
pile ſuch a Liturgy, Articles, Cayons, and other 
Eccleſiaſtical Conſtitutions, as may it ſo cloſe 


and fit to the Rule of Scripture, as to leave no. 


ſpace nor room for Scruple or Exception for 


any rational Man, of the ſoberer Party of 


either ſide, (as to indifferent things which are 
alterable.) . 

This to many may not only ſeem a very dit- 
ficult undertaking, but will alſo be cenſured 
as a Chimera, or ſome Utopian Fancy ; - 
yet conſideration will much abate the difficulty 
rhereot, and render it more praQicable than 
ſome may. think, — Surely this may be 


done ; and if it may , *twould at any time be 
expedient to be done : Put at this time necel- 
ſary, far more neceflary than to write Ratio- 
nals of ſomewhat {train'd and far fetch'd Argn- 
ments, to defend our preſent Eſtabliſhment , 
(though thoſe might be of uſe, when the _ 

would 
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would not bear Alterations and Amendments,) 
this rigid way of forcing Conformity is not 
praRicable now ; therefore other methods ought 
to be uſed. And if that which is juſt now 
hinted at, cannot be ſo exaRly performed ; yet 
if but the moſt material things objeQed againſt, 
were taken away, this in a great meaſure would 
do the work (*tis probable.) 

For by this means (tis ſuppos'd) the Pre/* 
byterian Party ( perhips ſome others) weuld 
come in upon ſuch an Aﬀ of Comprehenſion ; 
and then the Faction in the State would be 
broken. For though they may count themſelves 
ſo faſt bound, and wreathed, and twiſted toge- 
ther. that the Gordian Knot may ſooner be un- 
loog'd, than they ſeparated ; yet by this means 
they would diſſolve an1 fall aſunder as readily 
as Sampſon's Withs. The beſt Artificers can't 
work without Tools. And by this means the 
over-ballancc of Parties would be ſo unpropor- 
tionable, that the State for all future Ages 
would ſcarce ever be in the leaſt hazard of diſtur- 
bance from Diſſexters. 

And beſides, the inequality of number, the 
remaining Diſſezters would but be a ſhattered 
divided Party, inconſiſtent among themſelves, 
and ealily managed, if they ſhould offer the leaſt 
diſturbance. 

Again, if the Indulgence be continued to ſuch 
as ſhall not comply, they will thereby be in as 
good a condition as under any Government 
(better than under the Presbyterian) unleſs their 
own was uppermolt, and one Party can bur 
hope for that, therefore they are better as they 

are, 
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ate, if they were to caſt Lots which Party ſhould 
be uppermoſt-in the Gevernment, unleſs the reſt 
were almoſt ſure of an Indulgence, but the D/* 
fſenters are better as they are; The Bird in Hand 
is worth two in the Buſh. 

And further, the Induigence will be a check 
upon the remaining Dyſſexters, and in the na- 
ture of a Recognizance of their good Behaviour 
towards the State : For it they thould offer to 
break the Peace, they would forfeit their Li- 
berty, and be puniſh'd and cruſh'd as heretofore, 
and worſe (perhaps) their Party being ſo much 
leflened. 

- So that by gaining one Party, the reſt will 
be ever unable ( though never ſo willing) to 
hurt us. . 

know Toleration or no Toleration is a large 
Field of Argument, and much (and much to 
the purpoſe) may be ſaid on either fide ; I ſhall

| not condemn; or cenſure thoſe of a contrary

Therefore as to the Out lyers, who won't, 
or (as they ſay) can't. come within the pale of 
ſuch a Comprehenſion, They are too wild to 
be-forced in ; to endeavour it, would be trouble 
and toyl, and loſt. labour in the end. There- 
fore ſyre it. will be more adviſable to let them 
go at large, and the Church will not have much 
reaſon to murmur-or complain ; becauſe thoſe 
within - the Comprehenſion .will have 'taken 
up all the good feeding Paſtures ; the Out-lyers 
lot therefore will but light in a barren Land. 
*Tis true, they will have ſcope and room enough 

to 
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to' roam about {in which they delight perhaps). 
but they will but have ſomewhat a pinching 
Paſture. ?Tis but fit indeed they ſhould ſuffer ſome- 
thing, ſince they won't be contain'd within any 
reaſonable Bounds. 

'But to be a little more ſerious in this Mat- 
ter: Cuſtom and Education makes and creates 
Conſciences in many ; how can he but think 
that to be ſinful, which he hath been long uſed 
to think ſo, and which he hath all along been 
told was ſo, by thoſe upon whoſe Judginent he 
mult needs rely : For ſince *cis but tew who are 
able to judge for themſelves, all the reft muſt rely 
upon ſome body ; and upon whom ſooner, than 
upon their Parents, Friends, and - Acquain- 
tance, and {uch Guides as they ſhall recommend | 
to them. — Such therefore are in a manner 
under a fatal neceſſity to continue in the ſame 
way. | | | 
And yet however flight the foundations mayg 
be, .upon. which ſuch build their 'Faith; yet they 
are ſo fix'd therein, that rather than do other- 
wiſe than they have been uſed and taught; they

Argument and Perſuaſion to overcome invincible 
Ignorance : How rare is it that a Noxconformiſt*s 
Child (if religious at all, - unleſs bred in the Uni- 
verſitics) proves a Cexformiſt, and the contrary 
much more rare ? | | 

'Tis true, ſome may refuſe to comply, out 
of Fation, or ſome other ſiniſter Ends; but 
fince ?tis difficult to point out who thoſe are, 
and inconvenient to leave that to the Arbitrary 
Diſcretion of a Magiſtrate, it feems ſomewhat 
too ſevere to fix a certain Puniſhment tg 
an uncertain Crime. Where Laws inflict a 
Penalty, the Proof ought to be direct and plain. 

And I can't ſee why an At of Comprehen- 
ſion and an Indulgence may not - be conſiſtent ; 
and ſurely the beſt, if not the only means, 
whereby all the Diſſeaters will either conform, or 
live in Peaceand Amity among their Neightours. 

But if there ſhould {till be any ſuch reſtleſs 
Spirits, as to carry on the old Feuds and Heats 
againſt the Church, they ' would but thereby 
Joſe, and our Church infinitely gain ground : 
Then that compaſſionate regard that many had 
heretofore ſhewn them, would (after the Church 
had thus condeſcended for Peace) be turn'd into 


-2a dillike and averſation. | 


The Church by theſe Conceſſions would be 
ſo firmly eſtabliſh'd, that if ſuch ill Men ſhould 
ſtill continue their invidious Clamours againft 
her, they would but thereby, like Waves, daſh 
themſelves againſt a Rock not to be moved. 

And in return to ſuch expedient Conceſſions,

thereof. And though the Terms may ſeem (to 


them) ſomewhat narrow and ſtrait; yet let 
them turn the Point of the Dagger againſt their 
own Breaſts, and conſider wliat they would do 


in the like caſe, if their Church-Covernment 
was uppermoſt in the State, and eſtabliſht by 
Law, Whether ir would not then be difficult 
to perſwade them to recede from any of their 
Conſtitutions, (though indifferent things,) how- 
ever, Whether they would not be very ſparing 
mn yielding, and yield with fome reluQtancy : 
And whether many of the Objections now raj- 
{ed by the Church, would not then be raiſed by 
Them. | 
One may have a probable gueſs by what is 
paſt, what will happen again 1a the like caſe. 
But 
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But I ſhall not go about to rip up any Paſ- 
ſages of thoſe times, when the Chureh of 
England were the Sufferers ; my deſign being to 
pour in Water, to quench, not Oyl, to encreſe 
the Flame. | 

*Tis rumour'd abroad, as if the Diſſexters would 
never be ſatisfied, unleſs Epiſcopal Church- 
Government be aboliſht. —-- --- Bur I take this 
as a Calumny caſt upon them, to make the 
Church jealous they deſign to rob her of her 
choiceſt Jewel; and that theretore the Church 
may keep them out of her Liberties, for fear of 
turther danger. 

Epiſcopal Church Government hath ever been 
preferred by the moſt learned of all Ages. | 

But admit.it were a doubt (arid that's as low 
as any fair reaſoning Diſſenter can deſire one to 
go) yet, Epilcopacy being in Poſſeſſion, and 
eſtabliſht by Law, it ought ſor that reaſon to be 
continued ; beſides, *ris hazardous ro make mate- 
rial Alterations, becauſe unforeſeen -Inconvenien- 
cies may ariſe, 

Again, the generality of the' whole Body of
